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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, a circulation catheter 
comprising a catheter body having a proximal end, a distal end, and a lumen 
therebetween, the lumen forming a distal opening at the distal end of the catheter body; 
a macerator at the distal end of the catheter body, wherein the macerator is self- 
expandable; an expansible cage surrounding the macerator; an impeller rotatably 
disposed in the lumen of the catheter body to aspirate materials generated by the 
macerator from the distal end to the proximal end of the catheter body; and a clearing 
element disposed at the distal opening of the catheter body between the macerator and 
the impeller to prevent the materials from accumulating at the distal opening.
